OTTAWA, June 
the luxury taxes held the House yes- 
terday afternoon and evening and was 
not completed at adjournment at 
12:30 a.m, today, Numerous amend- 
ments were adopted, Just before 
the House rose the minister of fin- 
ance moved a long Iist of additions to 
the list of the fuels and foodstuffs 
exempted from the luxury tax. The 
aim he said, was to exempt fuels and 
foodstuffs altogether. In order to 
permit consideration of the numerots 
additions to the foodstuffs, list, the 
committee adjourned durther discus- 
sion until this afternoon. 

During the evening, Sir Henry an- 
nounced that the taxes as presented in 
the budget speech remain in force. 
There certainly, he said, ought to be 
no refunds for the present, The 
umendment would not come _ into 
force until the bill was introduced in 
the House, 

On every item discussion was keen, 
Occasionally there were flurries. At 
one time D. D. MacKenzie, (Cape 
Breton) had suggested the exemption, 
of the cheaper makes of candy. How 
could candy, taken home by a father 
to his children on Saturday night, be 
called a luxury? And, «a few mom- 
ents later, he heatedly asked to know 
why the minister of finance had made 
no reference to his suggestion.

Felice De Angelis Resumes Duties 
as Italian Consul in 
This City 


Felic De Angelis, Italian Consul in 
Edmonton for two years previous to 
the war has just returned to resume 
his duties as official reprgsentative| 
of his government for Alberta, and 
has taken offices at No. 4 McDougall 
Court, Mr. De Angelis reports that) 
he received a great number of in-| 
quiries from engineers and other pro- 
feasional men in Italy as to opportun- 
itles in Alberta and he hopes to be 
able to place in Alberta, a number of 
thig better clasg of people from his 
country. He states that there are 
men and capital ready to come when 
he reports favorably as to the ap- 
portunities and he believes that the 
Italian laborers here wil be more suc- 
cessful and happier if working under 
nen of their own nationality. While 
here before, Mr. De Angelis was 
mainly responsible for bringing out a 
colony of Italian farmers, who settled 
South of Lac La Biche; he paid a visit 
to them as soon a# he returned last 
week and reports that the results 
attained by them on land, while not 
considered of the best, have been 
really remarkable, The land has 
been cleared and is in crop, comfort- 
able houses have been built for amen 
and beasts and the colony incltides; 
some hundred people now. It is this} 
intention to look out for land that} 
will be suitable for other similar col- 
ontes of farmers from Italy. 

After Italy entered the world con- 
flict Mr. De Angelis organized all the 
reserves in Alberta and sent them off; 
then, although not himself at the 
call of the army, he went over and 
volunteered his services, Being a 
mechanical engineer by profession, he 
was made an officer in the engineer- 
ing corps and his life afterwards was 
a most interesting one, 

It was @ part of his regiment that 
took charge of the factories at En- 
salda and organized them for the 
manufacture of auto machine guns. 
This was just after the retreat of Cap- 
aretta and artillery was badly need- 
ed. So well organized was their 
work that they were able to speed up 
the production till they were supply- 
ing 600 of the auto machine guns a 
month to the Italian Army. Their 
work included not only the delivery of 
the guns to the front lines but also 
the instruction of the men in the use 
of the new machine, Previous to! 
the revolution in Russia, they had 
also been supplying about 200 a 
month of these guns to Russia.

Governor Allen Explains Working

Kansas law relating to industrial dis- 
putes: 

Excerts’ from an address” given 
before the First Annual Meeting of 
the National Federation of Construc- 


tion Industries, Chicago, I1l., March

The law creatiig the Industrial 


Court in the state of Kansas is not 
a distant relative of the process of 
arbitration or connection. The In- 
dustrial Court is not a court of arbl- 
tration. It is a court of justice, and 
it has upon itself in its personne}, 
representative either of capital or 
labor in the sense in which they ap- 
ply to the controversies of labor. 
The Court represents the public in 
the function of Government. It is the 
first step in the evolution out of 
our difficulties, 1 believe, of indus- 
trial warfare, and it comes to meet 
exactly the same determination that 
society formed when society found 
there was need of the criminal court 
and the civil court. 

There was an hour when there was 
no better way, apparently, for giv- 
ing sanctification to property right 
jthan the right of might; the men 
who took what the could take and 
kept what they got had title. Then 
society came aiong with the idea that 
there must be a readjustment of that 
situation, and we established the civil 
courts. Surely, surely no man would 
today go back to the old process which 
protected property right. And now 
we have come to the duy which 
teaches us the lesson that society has 
the same right to take jurisdiction 
over offenses committed against it 
in the name of industrial warfare that 
it had to take jurisdiction over recog- 
nized crime. 

The best definition of the purpose 
of Government I have ever read is 
from John Adams, who said that the 
chief aim of Government is justice. 
That is the chief aim of every con 
troversy, that is the chief aim of an 
industrial controversy, and there is 
only one foundatioa for justice, only 
one sure guarantor of the standard, 
and that ts in government. If we can 
not place upon Vaovernment this re- 


sponsibility, then Government is a 
failure, wnd we stand to mee the 
challenge of class-ism, which means 
the destruction of justice, and the 


rule of the strongest group that has 
solidarity.

President Gompers and the 
delegates to the Federation of 
Labor convention at Montreal are, 
naturally enough,, not pleased 
with the refusal of the Republi- 
cans to incorporate their de- 
mands into the party platform, 
and are characteristically frank 
in stating their impression, Their 
view appears to be that the Re-| 
publicans had the choice of essa 
jating themselves with the inter- 
ests which the labor organizations 
stand to promote, or of lining up| 
as the political allies of the great 
corporations against which these 
organizations struggle for the ad- 
vancement of those interests. Hav- 
ing refused to adopt the proposals 
of the Federation, it follows from 
this premises that the Republicans 
have taken the side of ‘‘predatory 
wealth,’’ in so far as the econom- 
ic tug-of-war may trespass upon 
the field of politics. 

The conclusion to which the 
abor leaders came is no doubt 
trengthened by the. Republican 
‘choice of Governor Coolidge of 
Massachusetts as candidate for 
the Vice-Presidency. Governor 
Coolidge has only one claim to 
nation-wide distinction; that of 
being a successful strike-breaker. 
When the Boston police went on 
strike last year he proclaimed 


Ahat their absence from duty was 


not to be allowed to deprive the 
public of the protection of law 
and the right to orderly condi- 
tions. State troops were called 
out, and did police duty until a 
new force was brought into ex- 
istence, Mainly because of his| 
stand the strike failed, and the 
net result of it was that the form- 
er policemen lost their jobs. To 
those who regard the course of 
public affairs as a ‘‘warfare’’ 
between the wage-earner and the 
man with the capital, the selection 
of the Governor as candidate be- 
eause of the part he played in 
breaking the strike can have only 
one meaning; that the Republi- 
cans are ‘‘against labor.’’ 

The history of the Republican 
party certainiy precludes any 
supposition that it is the foe of 
Wall Street. It is the traditional 
champion of the high tariff policy 
to which the great corporations 
which control so largely the -in- 
dustrial conditions in the United 
States are heavily indebted. It has 
been the ‘‘big business’’ party in 
the past, and has never so far as 
known repudiated or tried to re- 
pudiate the distinction. It was in 
fact a striking exhibition of faith, 
hope and charity on the part of} 
Mr, Gompers that he supposed—if 
he ever did suppose—that he 
could enlist labor against organ- 


gard themselves as a third party, 
that is getting left behind in the 
race between organized capital on 
one hand and organized wealth on 
the other. Or, to put it in the 
layguage more commonly employ- 
ed, as the ones who are being 
“ground between the upper and 
the nether mill-stones’’ of profi- 
teering corporations and wage- 
boosting labor unions. Yet this 
section of the public, which be- 
longs neither to unions of work- 
ers nor to combinations of capi- 
talists, is the overwhelmingly 
larger section, the section that 
makes and unmakes Presidents 
and Governments when it is 
brought into any sort of united 
action on a political issue. 

It is just possible that the Re- 
publican scouts at the listening 
posts have come to think that a 
basis sufficient to unite the great 
unorganized masses of the nation 
is to be found in the economic 
pressure that is being brought to 
bear upon them from both sides; 
and that they will not fail on vot- 
ing day to register their approval 
of a party that clairfis to have re- 
gard to their interests, rather than 
those of either of the organized 
sections.

Helping Trotsky. 

Russia, Mr. Lloyd George says, 
is necessary to the reconstruction 
of the world. Not nearly so neces- 
sary as the world is to the continu 
ance of Bolshevik Russia. The 
world can get along without Rus- 
sia, as well without it as with it 
while Russia remains the economic 
nonentity it is at present. Russia 
cannot get along under Soviet rule 
without establishing trade rela- 
tions with the outside world. It is 
not to help reconstruct the world 
that Trotsky wants to trade, but 
to get the means and materials for 
keeping himself in power. Left to 
itself, Bolshevism, bejng a destruc 
tive force, must conSume the sub 
stance on which it has been living 
and as it does not produce enough 
to meet consumption must eventu- 
ally starve to death. To open trade 
relations with Russia under pres- 
ent conditions will be an immenss 
service to Lenine, but small service 
to the world.

He says he came to the 
conclusion that it would pay the 
city to make any sort of a deal 
with the company that didn’t cost 
anything, because a law suit 
would do us little good as there 
was not much chance of collecting 
anything worth while. If, as His 
Worship seems to think, the com- 
pany is so legally fortified that 
the city could have no claim upon 
it, or so innocent of assets that a 
claim could not be realized on, it 
is as well to have the bonds back 
in hand again with a chance of 
looking elsewhere for purchasers.

ONTARIO'S CROPS , 


Toronto Giobe. 

Rains which commenced falling on Sat- 
urday last, while yet insufficient in the 
western half of Ontario, have effectively 
broken a drought which was becoming 
decidedly serious from the farmer's point 
of view. In certain Jocalities, notably 
east and west of Barrie, there had been, 
up till the week end, no showers of any 
account during the past month, This 
condition, while somewhat offsetting the 
labor shortage in allowing agriculturists 
to sow nearly a normal acreage of spring 
grains, held growth of shallow-rooted 
Plants at a standstill. 

The chief sufferer in this respect has 
been the hay crop, Timothy and red 
clover are already beginning to mature 
{n all parts of the Province, and, with 
the exception of a comparatively narrow 
belt of laud lying along the north shore 
of Lake Ontario and the St. Lawrence 
where growth has recommenced, reports 
recelyed from various sources tend to show 
that this class of hay will be decidedly 
short crop. Sweet clover and alfalfa, on 
the other hand, the roots of which pene- 
trate deeply into the soll, have managed to 
secure enough moisture’ to insure a fair 
yleld, dependisg on the locality. Fall 
grains, due chiefly to the remarkable 
growth made list autumn, have withstood 
the recent drought unusually well, and 
with favorable weather conditions from 
now on should produce a good harvest, 
Spring grains and corn, with the same 
provision, will do well—corn this season 
having an eacellent ‘seed bed tn addition 
to hot weather, two conditions which 
point to record production in this line,

THE OPEN SHOP 


Montreal Oonvention Pledges 
Support to Longshore Strikers’ 
Fight for Recognition 


Montreal, June .15-—The American 
Wederation of Labor !n its annual con- 
vention here Tuestay, unanimously 
pledged its sunport to the etriking 
coastwise longshoramen on the Atlan- 
tic und Gulf coast in “thelr Gght for 
recognition and against the ‘policy of 
the open shop.” 

O. A, Anderson of New York, repre- 
senting the coastwise longshoremen, 
in esking the support of the federa- 
tion, declared tat the steamship 
companies are “refusing to arbitrate 
and compromise the issue,” and are 
“employing strike+breakers.” 

“Texas ie a corporation representa- 
tive," ‘the speaker told of alleged con- 
ditiona at Galveston, Texas, declaring 
that the martial law edict there ‘was 
unnecessary, and an attempt to 
“break” the strike. 

The convention mvas tarown {nto & 
¢umult when Thomas Sweeney of 
Chicago, charged that the committees 
Nad a “motive” in holding back the 
business of the convention by failing 
to report and would “probably at- 
tempt to ram ‘things down the throats 
of tae delegates the last day.” 

When President Gompers had rer 
stored order, he replied to the char- 
ges iby declaring that the attempt to 
“impugn ‘the integrity" of tie com- 
mittee was unfair as they ‘were ‘“faith- 
fally verforming their duty.” He as- 
sured the convention that tuere would 
be no ‘steam roller tactics.”

On June 28th, 1914, in Sarajevo, 
the capital of Bosnia the Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, heir to the Aus 
trian throne, with his morgantioc 
wife, was ehot by an assasin named 
Prinzib. The crime took place on Aus- 
trian territory and Prinzib was a 
|native ef Bosnia; but the conspiracy 
lof which this action was the outcome, 
was part of wide-spread anti-Aus- 
trian agitation in Serbia, and Serbia 
was held responsible by the Austrian 
|government, Austria. backed by Ger 
jmany declaring war on Serbia, July 
28th, 1914, 


Will you please publish a brief ac- 
count of the life of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier? 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier was born tp 
1841 at Balint Lin, Quebec, He was 
educated at L/Assomption College and 


McGill University. He was admitted 
to the Bar in 1864 and was elected 
to the Provincial Assembly in 1871, In 


1874 he entered the Dominion Parlia- 
ment. Hig great ability as a speaker 
voth ian French and English rapidly 
brought him to the front. In the Mac- 
Kenzie Liberal government ho was 
chosen Minister of Inland Revenue 
in 1877. In 1887 hs was elected leader 
of the Liberal Party and in 1896 be- 
came the first French-Canadian Pre- 
mier of Canada. He was knighted in 
1897. He favgred a preferential tariff 
with Great Britain. He concentrated 
on the development of Canadian re- 
sources, and promotion of prosperity 
along national lineg as a component 
part of the British Empire, His policy 
Wag reafiirmed in the elections of 1900 
1904 and 1908; but he-was defeated 
in 1911 in what was known as the Re- 
ciprooity Fllection. In the Imperial 
Conferences composed of representa- 
tives from the different British colon- 
jes, Sir Wilfrid was easily the most 
striking and to a certain extent the 
mos dominating perscnality.

‘Twenty-Day Armistice Between Armies Provides No Pro- 
tection to the Civilian Population, and Armenians Are 
Told They Must Negotiate for Themselves—The Turk

‘Adana, Tune 14—(Associated Press) | 
>-Consternation prevails among the 
Christians in Cilicla es tae result of 
the twenty-dey armistice hetween the | 
French and the Turkish nationalists, 
which contained no clause for the 
protection of the Armenians, who, it 
lg declared, wero told by the French 
that they tmust negotiate for them- 
Felves. The armistice had (been brok- 
bn in numerous places by June 9, and 
the greatest confusion existe. 

A message from Hadjin, dated May 
£28, indicates that the American work- 


ers surrendered tieir compounds to 
the Turks two months previously, and 
that they ‘have (been living under the 
rule of the nationalists witaout the

right of communteation with the out- 
side world. 

The fate of Armenians at Hadfin ie 
not known, although there are reports 
coming from ithe Turks that the Beye 
were killed and the girls taken fo 
Caesarea (Kaisaroh). 

The Armeniang expreas hellef that 
the armistice is a prelude to a com- 
plete evacuation of the district by the 
French, leaving them et ‘the merey of 
the nationalists, who are enraged fbe- 
cause they allege the French induced 
the Armenians to fight. 

Since President Wilson's acceptance 
of tae task of fixing the Armenian 
boundaries, the nationalists, according 
to reports from the interior, are ap- 
parently less ‘kindly Uaposed toward 
Americans and are affording 
fewer facilities for communication 
with the relief workers.
